In the 
event of a yellow alert the city 
sirens and horns blow continu- 
ously for three to five minutes.

This alert 
is signified by warbling sirens of 
cities horns. The college signal is 
one long and two short horn 
blasts.

Apparently it is, according to 
Sky Dunlap, assistant to the 
president. 

When asked if the decrease of 
11 per cent in money spent per 
daily student last year indicated 
that those students received in- 
ferior education compared to the 
previous years, Dunlap counter- 
ed, “No, quite the contrary . . 
it’s a good thing.” 

He explained that actually 
more money was spent on over- 
all expenditures at SAC and the 
less-per-student situation only 
indicated a 21 per cent increase 
in enrollment. Also, he pointed 
out, when less per capita is spent 
more money is saved for other 
things. What other things? 

To answer this Dunlap cited 
last year’s expansion in French,

‘Spine-Tingling’ Drama 
Brings Critical Praise

Joseph Haye’s spine-tingling 
melodrama, “The _ Desperate 
Hours,’”’ opened last Friday in 
Phillips Hall to mixed reactions 
from theatergoers. 

Director Robert Blaustone has 
produced a fast-paced and excit- 
ing: show. Yet, there were some 
major technical flaws evident on 
opening night that need correc- 
tion. ; ; 

Lighting effects are essential 
to this play. When ill-timed, they 
can produce unfortunate results. 

ill-Timed Transition 

Such was the case when a 
transition was made from the 
Hilliard living room to a cutaway 
version of the parents’ bedroom. 

Normally, lighting should have 
decreased in the living room and 
brightened in the bedroom, 
drawing attention to the upcom- 
ing scene. Instead, there was a 
five to 10 second delay, which 
seemed like countless hours. 

Realistic Construction 

This is a fast-moving play and 
any lapse of time can be disas- 
terous. The tempo needs to in- 
crease here, with lighting timed 
precisely to scene changes. 

Set construction was realistic 
and true to modern times. Light- 
ing changes from the Hilliard 
home to the sheriff’s office were 
appropriately timed, keeping the 
show at a good, steady pace. 

Hatred Came Through 

Vic Reed outshone the 14 
member cast as Glenn Griffin. 
His portrayal was indeed three- 
dimensional. He WAS Glenn 
Griffin and every inch of hatred 
inside him came through to the 
audience. 

Bruce Morse, as Dan Hilliard, 
gave a fine performance as the 
concerned husband. Good versa- 
tility was shown when he sud- 
denly apneared drunk in front of 
school teacher Miss Swift, played 
by Erica White. 

_Diane Gyenese, as Cindy Hil- 
liard, was adequate, as was Mike 
Skinner ‘as Chuck Wright, al- 
though their love scene lacked 
characterization. Danny Ramsey, 


as young Ralph Hilliard, gave a 
first-rate performance. 
Excellent Criminals 

Mention should also be made of 
Griffin’s criminal cronies — 
Larry Dyson, as Sam Robish, and 
Denny Condon, as Hank Griffin. 
Both turned in excellent por- 
trayals. 

Story-wise, the vlay offers an 
exciting look at a family held at 
gunpoint by three escaped crimi- 
nals. Good suspense and an ex- 
citing conclusion, barring fur- 
ther difficulties, make the play 
worth seeing. 

Others in the cast include

Standing at 6-3, 210 
pounds, Art Hatfield has 
less than average speed, 
only fair moves, and isn’t 
a terrific blocker, but still 
he deserves the title of Art 
Hatfield, All-American. 

What makes Hatfield so 
great? 


Great Hands 
Santa Ana offensive end 


coach Myrel Moore declares it’s 
Hatfield’s hands. He has the un- 
canny ability to follow the ball 
and “look” it into his hands. Hat- 
field is the only end in the East- 
ern Conference with a built in 
radar screen. 

Hatfield prepped at Santa Ana 
Valley where he was named Free- 
way League Player of the Year 
in 1960 and was also an All CIF 
selection for coach Dick Hill’s 
Falcons. 


New Confidence 


Hatfield declares that Moore 
and head coach Homer Beatty 
have installed a confidence in 
himself that was lacking when he 
arrived at SAC. 

After catching a couple of 
asses in a game, Hatfield says 
e has a tendency to become over 

confident. Then he will start run- 


ning with the ball before he has 
actually caught it, causing an in- 
complete pass. 


Repeat Play 


This happened at Mt. SAC two 
weeks ago on a slant pattern. To 
show the great confidence the 
Dons have in Hatfield they call- 
ed the very same play on the 
next down. Hatfield made good 
this time picking up 15 yards 
and a SAC first down. Hatfield 
isn’t cocky, he’s more of a soft 
spoken Cassius Clay. 

Despite having had the flu, 
five stitches in his head, a sprain- 
ed ankle and now a pulled groin 
muscle, Hatfield continues to 
lead the EC in pass receiving 
with 19 receptions for 310 yards 
and five touchdowns. Hatfield 
has had so many injuries this 
year he could qualify for a guest 
appearance on Ben Casey. 


USC Offers 


Hatfield has already received 
several scholarship offers, includ- 
ing one from USC, the nation’s 
number three rated football 
team. 

Tomorrow night will produce a 
showdown between Hatfield and 
Chaffey’s Jim Carter, second 
leading pass receiver in the EC 
behind Hatfield. I’ll put my 
money on ‘Hatfield, not because 
of his speed or his fakes, but be- 
cause of his tremendous ability 
and desire, and because he is Art 
Hatfield, All-American.
